The most sanguine supporters of Ald. Vermilyes ‘and ex-Ald. Thomas, 
who yesterday were candidates for the position of Chief Magistrate of the 
city: for 1912, did not anticipate that the result of the voting would be so close 
as it proved to be. Although it was New Year's Day ‘and a holiday, theré 
Were 181 leas votes polled than were recorded a year ago, when Mayor Ack- 
erman and G. I. Thomas were candidates, although many votes had been in 
the interim added fo the list. Yesterday 1,49% votes were recorded for the 

, Mayoralty candidates, of which Ald. Vermilyea received 749. aul ex-Ald. 
Thomas 745, a majority of 4 for the former. The result was so close that it 
required the official figures from the Deputy Returning Officers to determine 
who had been elected. The Tact that“there was but one ward‘in the city in 
which an aldermanic contest was in progress no doubt had something to do 

‘with the lightness of the vote. Coleman Wart was the exception. There 


was a spirited contest there, not only for alderman, but for the ¢lection of a

Public School trustee. In No. 9 division of Bleecker Ward only votes 
were polled for the Mayoralty candidates. In Foster, Baldwin, Bt or nnd 
Coleman |Wards ex-A\ld. Thomas ‘secured a majority and in @ainson, Ketehe- 
fon amy Murney Wards the successful candidate was strongly supported. 
It was anticipated that the by-law to return to the system of electing ten 
-<aldermen by. the votes of the wholé city, instead of having the ward system 
as-at present, would he carried, but not hy so decisive a majority. as it was. 
The vote for the by-law was 1,160, and against it 4G voted were registered, 
leaving a majority of 684 in its faver.

The Imperial Cabinet has accepted 
the resignation of Tang Shao Yi, who 
was sent to Shanghai_as the represen- 
tative of Premier Yuan Shi Kai and 
the Imperialists at the peace tonfer- 
ence hetween the representativs of 
both parties there. The: Government 
has also telegraphed to Wu Ting Fang. 
the leader of the revolutionaries at 
the peace conference, stating that in 
future it will. negotiate telegraphical- 
ly. The Government is of the opinion 
that Tang Shab Yi went beyond his 
instructions when he signed the azree- 
ment as to the calling of the national 
convention to decide on the future 
form of government of China with Fu 
Ting Fang.

LOTS OF COAL IN CANADA 


Out ia Alberta today, coal minin;; 
is in somewhat tho same condition as 
in the Pennsylvania of half a century 
ayo. Nunibers of farmers dig their 
own coal, Conditions there are adia- 
metrically opposed to these in east- 
ern Canada. Down here we depend 
on the Americans. for our coal.

“Toronto, Jan. 22.—A head-on colli- 
sion between'a passenger and a freight 
train on the C.-N.-0., two miles 
south of: Lake “Joseph, at mileage 
1381-3, on Saturday afternoon, caus-. 
ed the death of one trainman and the 
serious injury.of three others. 

A répair train southbound to clear 
the track of a freight wreck, disre- 
garded orders and collided with pas- 
genger train No. 1 from Toronto.

When a human being has 
a fever he loses flesh on account of 
the Tncreased combustion, the quan- 
tity of carbonic acid respired from 
the ‘lungs belng augmented from 70 
to 100 per cent. A plant attacked by 
a fever, which may. be caused by a 
wound, rapidly consumes Its reserves 
of organic matter and becomes en-. 
feebled, sometimes. sufficiently to 
cause Its death. Du-Sablon has ex- 
perimented with potatoes rendered 
fevérish by cutting theni. The tem- 
perature soon rises about one degree, 
and the quantity of carbonle acid 
given off increases several hundred 
per cent. If the potato surrives, Its

enfeebled state, resembling that of 2 
person convalescent from a long 
fever.
